ORINOCO CONCESSION. 


Success of the American Enterprise 
Asstred by Venezueula. . 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—A dispatch to 
the World from Caracas, Venezuela, 
says the Venezuelan government has 
published a decree ratifying the Ori- 
noco concession. This means the suc- 
cess of an American enterprise. 

The Orinoco concession referred to 
in the foregoing speciakcable dispatch 
from Caracas to the World doubtless 
means the grant of territory sup- 
posed to embrace 10,000,000 acres of the 
Manoa country which was trans- 
ferred to the Orinoco country. 

The grant includes territory extend- 
ing from near the western or upper 
limit of the Orinoco delta to the coast, 
including by its northern boundary 
several of the delta islands and _ex- 
tending southwest to the crest of the 
Imataca Mountains. It is said to have 
been indicated by Humboldt as the 
most promising and favorable region 
for colonization he had seen in his trav- 
els in South America.

ITALIANS MASSACRED. 


‘Particulars’ of the Attack Made by 
the Somalis. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
ZANZIBAR, Dec. 3.—The massacre 
of Sefior Cacchi, Italian Consul here; 
the captains of Italian 
Volturno and Stuffet and about 
other Italian -officers by the Somalis 


atrMagadoxi on the coast of Somali- 
land, East Africa’ occurred Novem- 
r 28. The party was accompanied 
by seventy Askaris on the trip into 
the country outside of Magadoxi, when 
the Somalis attacked them and killed 
all whites and thirty of the Askaris. 
ADDITIONAL DETAILS. 


ROME, Dec. 3.—Additional details of 
the massacre of Sig, Caechi, Italian 
Consul, state that fourteen Italians 
were killed. The caravan was attacked 
in the night by the Somalis. They were 
repulsed, but rallied and continually 
attacked the reterating caravan. The 
Italians and an escort of Askaris 
fought desperately, but were eventu- 
ally overcome. As soon as the news of 
the fighting reached Magadoxi, a de- 
tachment of sailors and a force of - 
karis were sent to the assistance of the 
caravan, but arrived too late to save 
the Italians. The rescue party recov- 
ered twenty-seven bodies, and arrested 
many Somali tribesmen, who were pun- 
ished in an exemplary manner.

His Turn in the Fight 
Controversy. 


Sues to Prevent Sharkey from 
Getting the Purse. 


The Sailor Has a Discoloration 
of the Groin. 


Talks With the Principals, Referee, 
Backers and Spectators—Earp Is 
Arrested for "Packing a Gun.’! 
Sale of Horses—Race Results, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Although 
Sharkey was awarded the decision 
after the eighth round in last night’s 
battle with Fitzsimmon’s, the referee 
declaring Fitzsimmons had struck a 
foul blow, the sailor may not get the 
$10,000 purse after all. At any rate 
he will have to make a legal fight for 
it, which may prove a harder struggle 
than he had last night. | 

When Referee Wyatt Earp last night 
Fitzsimmons had _ struck 
Sharkey below the belt and that Shar- 
key was the. victor on a foul, he 
handed Lynch, who is Sharkey’s backer 
and manager, a certified check on the 
Anglo-California Bank for $10,000. 
Fitzsimmons promptly protested, and 
consulted an attorney, who decided to 
from paying the 
monev until the courts could pass on 
Sharkey’s rights to the purse. This 
morning. soon after the hank opened, 
Lynch presented the. certified check 
and demanded navment. To his sur- 
vrise- the bank officials refused to 
honor the check. In the meantime the 
bank had heen warned by Fitzsim- 
mons’s attornev that it would be held 
responsible for the money if the courts 
decided against Sharkey. 

Bank Manager Philip N. Lilienthal 
consulted his own attorney, and was 
advised to refuse payment temporar- 
ily. Lynch was told that the bank 
was in the position of an innocent 
Stakeholder. and that for iis own pro- 
tection it would defer payment on the 
certified check. 

Opinions vary as to the outcome 
this difficulty about the purse. 


cision of the referee is final, and that 
there can be no appeal from his ruling. 
They maintain also, that the courts 
cannot recognize the validity of the 
contest or prize money. Fitzsimmons’s 
advisers assert, however, that.a lim- 
ited contest, as that of last night, 
is within the law and was not inter- 
fered with by the police, and that 
the purse is a legitimate subject of a 
legal controversy. 

Fitzsimmons denies that he struck 
a foul blow. and declares that he 
knocked Sharkev out by an uppercu 
on the chin. He accuses Referee Earp 
of unfair ruling throughout the fight, 
and says that Sharkey fouled him 
many times, but the referee allowed 
such fouls to nass unreproved. Fitz- 
simmons freely declares that Earp had 
previously arranged to give Sharkey 
the decision. and says Earp made a 
‘crooked bargain to that effect in the 
interests of bookmakers yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

On the other hand, doctors and news- 
papermen who saw Sharkey stripped 
after the fight last night say there were 


unmistakable marks of a blow in the | 
region of the groin. Today Sharkey is | 


in bed in his hotel, and his flesh is much 


swollen and discolored in the region | 


where it is alleged the foul blow was 
received. Doctors say Sharkey must 
remain in bed two or three days, and 
that while the injury he received is 
serious, yet it is not dangerous. They 
add, however, that any exercise at 
present might be followed by serious 
results. 

Many believe that the foul blow was 
delivered accidentaily. Others openly 
say that Fitzsimmons intentionally de- 
livered the foul blow just after an up- 
percut on the chin, and that- he in- 
tended the uppercut should be a knock- 
out blow, hoping the foul would pass 
unnoticed as Sharkey fell. 

TALKING ABOUT IT. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—One result of 
the San Francisco fight, Corbett said 
today, would be to put Sharkey in the 
first rank among the fighters. While 
Corbett had said that at the conclusion 
of the first round the sailor could not 
last, his judgment was that, as the 
fight progressed, Sharkey improved 
both in fighting powers and in endur- 
ing punishment. Corbett added that 
Referee Earp was not the man to make 
an unfair decision. 

As a confirmation of this Corbett 
said: ‘‘Fitzsimmons was boasting be- 
fore the fight that if he only landed on 
Sharkey’s jaw it would settle him. 
He did land twice in the first round, 
and did not settle Sharkey. And it’s 
hardly reasonable to suppose that Fitz- 
simmons hit harder in the eighth round 
than early in the fight.’’ 

WHAT THEY SAY IN ’FRISCO. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—The city 
is divided as to the result of the Fitz- 
simmons-Sharkey fight, which con- 
tinues to be the topic of the hour. No 
one questions that Fitzsimmons had 
the fight practically won in the eighth 
round, and many assert that he was 
unjustly deprived of the decision. Shar- 
key’s friends vehemently assert that he 
was knocked out by a foul blow .and 
was consequently, under the rules, en- 
titled to the honors of victory, includ- 
ing the, purse of $10,000. 

A third class base their opinions 


gsdlely upon the report of the physicians 


in attendance upon Sharkey. The doc- 
tors point to the swoolen and discol- 
ored condition of the salilor’s skin in 
the region of the groin as evidence of 
a foul blow, and some ardent Fitz- 
simmons advocates reply that this con- 
dition was purposely caused by an in- 
jection of a drug immediately after the 
fight. A number of physicians and 


newspaper men were present in Shar- 


key’s room this afternoon when an ex- 
amination of his injuries were made. 
All were convinced that Sharkey’s con- 
dition was the result of a foul blow. 

~ Many prominent men, however, con- 
demn the decision-and refuse to be- 
lieve that there was any fouling. Such 
men as Police Commissioner Gunst, 
Riley Grannan, Maj. Frank McLaugh- 
lin, who was chairman of the Repub-_ 


lican State Central Committee, and 
others believe that Fitzsimmons should 
have received the decision. 

It is pointed out ‘that the whole af- 
fair has a disagreeable look. The facts 
are cited that Lynch, Sharkey's backer, 
refused to consider the name of any- 
one as referee, declined «very name 


gest any man himself, leaving the se- 
lection with the few individuals com- 
prising the National Club. As soon as 
the club announced its choice of Wyatt 
Earp, famous as a horseman and a bad 
man from Arizona, but not as a ring 


4 against Sharkey, umaccountably rose 
to 10 to 6, with more Sharkey money 
offered than could be well hin iled. 

It is recounted that there were whis- 
pers yesterday afternoon that Sharkey 
would be favored in the decision, and 
these rumors reaching Fitzsimmons’s 
ears, he requested the club to substi- 
tute anyone else as referee. Even at 
the ringside, when both Julian and 
Fitzsimmons etated in Earp’s presence 
that they had been told he intended 
to referee unfairly, Earp stood quietly 
by and insisted on acting as referee 
despite the protests.

For 
these offenses it is charged _ that 
Sharkey was not even reproved by the 
referee. It is claimed that the upper- 
cut on Sharkey’s chin in the eighth 
round was really a knock-out blow, 
and that no foul bjow was delivered 
by Fitzsimmons, but that Sharkey, 
when knocked out, alleged the foul 
-blow as an excuse, although if the lat- 
ter allegation be true, then Sharkey is 
a cleverer actor than many have sup- 
posed. All this constitutes the case of 
Fitzsimmons, by which his attorney 
expects to prove the existence of a 
conspiracy to deprive Fitzsimmons of 
the purse of $10,000. 

An injunction has been applied for 
to restrain the Anglo-Californian 
Bank from cashing the National Club’s 
check until Fitzsimmons has an op- 
portunity to prove the conspiracy.

I saw Groom and Gibbs and 
told them plainly that Fitzsimmons 
would not go into the ring if Earp 
was to be referee, and I told them 
why. I offered to take any other man 
in town except Earp, and although 
there was plenty of time to make a 
selection, nothing was done. 

“Finally, when the big fight was 
called, I,made the announcement from 
the ring, charging that Earp had been 
fixed. The big crowd was impatient of 
delay and hissed and hooted me. I saw 
that it would not do to take Bob from 
the ring. If I had the crowd would have 
mobbed us. We finally decided to go 
ahead and do the best we could in spite 
of the referee. It was owing to Bob’s 
distrust of Darp that he fought so 
fairly and so cautiously.

Half a dozen people, 
however, reputable men all of them, 
warned me that this was the arrange- 
ment and. thinking that I had been 
betting heavily, told me to get my 
money off of Fitzsimmons and to drop 
in behind Sharkey. Who told them I 
don’t know. What first attrdcted my 
attention as being curious was the 
change that took place in the betting 
yesterday afternoon, when it began to 
get around that Earp was to be referee. 
The odds had been 45 to 100, and the 
first thing we knew they were 55 to 100. 
I hear that Sharkey’s end went even 
higher. Why? That's what I can’t an- 
swer. But it looks queer. As I said 
before, I didn’t see any foul blow 
struck and I did see the fight.” 

Riley Grannan, when interviewed,

said: 

‘Yes, I did advise Fitzsimmons to be 
on his guard. The betting operations 
assumed euch proportions yesterday 
affernoon that I felt convinced some- 
thing was wrong. Up to noon the odds 
had been in favor of Fitzsimmons at 
about the right price, 4 or 5 to 1, but 
when. after that time nothing was seen 
but Sharkey money. which was offered 
at any price, and when I could find ab- 
solutely no one who would take a bet 
on Fitzsimmons at even money I felt 
sure something must be wrong.

CHIPPEWA FALLS (Wis.,) Dec. 
With oavater again climbing, the out- 
look for this threatened valley is still 
rather uncomfortable. For fifteen miles 
between Chippewa Falis and Eau 
Claire, and nearly the same distance at 
Durand, the river is a mass of packed 
ice and timbe: and is hourly becoming 
worse. The wacer has been backing up, 
flooding part of Durand and the lower 
levels of this city. The lumber mills 
are surrounded and partially engulfed 
by water, which has frozen. Near-by 
business places and dwellings are in 
the same predicament, although, being 
a little farther away from the river 
channel, their situation is not so seri- 
ous. 

Railroads are not suffering as much 
as might be expected, The Wisconsin 
Central tracks are covered with water, 
and its trains use the Omaha tracks. 
The river branch of the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul has stopped business for the 
present. Col. W. A. Jones, U.S:A., of 
St. Paul, in charge of the government 
works in this section, will confer with 
the authorities in regard to another at- 
tempt to break the ice dam here. It is 


feared the break at Little Falis dam, 


thirty miles above here, would carry 
nearly everything here. 

The people of Eau Claire fear the re- 
sult if the ice gorge here breaks too 
suddenly, while those below Durand 
are entertaining fears for the outcome 
there. Yesterday the water touched 24 
feet 8 inches, the highest yet, and later 
dropped a foot; but at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning it again had risen to the high- 
est figure, and was still rising slowly at 
9 o’clock. Mayor Irvine drove down the 
river to Gravel, six miles from here, 
where an atiempt will be made to 
break the gorge. People are still mov- 
ing from their houses today. Many of- 
fers of relief have been received from 
various quarters, and relief will be 
necessary before the end of the trouble 
comes. 4) 

RELIEVED BY COL. JONES. 

CHIPPEWA FALLS (Wis.,) Dec. 3.— 
“The river is falling at the rate of @ 
foot per day, and there is no reason 
whatever for apprehension,” said Col. 
W. A. Jones, U.S.A., to an Associated 
Press representative this afternoon, 
after he had put in a busy day investi- 
gating the situation along the Chip- 
pewa River. Col. Jones, who is in 
charge of the government enginering 
works in the Northwest, had been 
called here by the local authorities, 
who sought expert advice in what 
seemed like an extremely critical situa- 
tion. He continued: : 

“The situation of the river at Fau 
Claire and at Chippewa Falls is prac- 
tically the same, and the stage of 
water at Eau Claire is really the stage 
of the river, as the flood here is simply 
caused by the back-water. Most of the 
water is able to get way under the ice 
and the backwater represents the 
amount of water that is unable to get 
away. As the stage of the river gces 
down, more of this water wiil flow 
away under the ice and the floods here 
will be over soon. The gorge extends 
about eighteen miles, and was made 
up largely of anchor ice, which is a 
sort of slush packed closely, but not so 
hard as ordinary ice. Under this the 
river is running in somewhat cranped 
quarters, and as the water falls the 
ice will drop down into the river bed, 
where it is likely to stay until spring, 
the water still running along under the 
mass of ice. We seem to be starting a 
regular old-fashioned winter, so that 
there is every reason to expect a con- 
tinuance of the ice till spring, but there 
seems no reason to apprehend any 

nger.”

WITHDRAWS THE FAVOR. 


A PRESIDENTIAL PROCLAMATION 
AGAINST VESSELS. 


Shipping Entering American Ports 
Hereafter Must Pay Tonnage 
Dues — This Because of Unjust 
Levies on Crafts from This Coun- 
try. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The Presi- 
dent has issued a proclamation “sus- 
pending after January next, the oper- 
ations of the act which relieves Ger- 
man vessels entering United States 
ports from the payment of tonnage 
dues and other shipipng charges. This 
action was taken upon proof that 
American vessels are denied corre- 
sponding privileges in German ports. 
Shipping charges under our laws are 
based on a sliding scale. The Presi-. 
dent’s action doubtless will arouse 
widespread interest in shipping circles. 

The effect of the President’s procia- 
mation is to impose upon the vessels 
entering from Germany the same ton- 
nage dues that’ are imposed on vessels 
entering the United States from Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Spain and other 
maritime nations in Europe and Asia. 
German vessels were exempted in 1888 
from the payment of these dues under 
the shipping reciprocity act of 1888. 

During the past year, at the request 
of the Treasury Department the State 
Department has made a full investiga- 
tion into the charges imposed ‘upon 
American vessels in German ports and 
the fact has devloped that while the 
imperial government does not impose 
taxes on shipping: yet the governments 
of the German maritime States for 
years have imposed shipping taxes, so 
that there was no real reciprocity. 

As a business proposition, the ar- 
rangement has been considerably a det- 
riment to the United States. Since 1888 
the tonnage on foreign vessels coming 
into the United States has amounted to 
over eleven million tons, while the ton- 
nage of American vessels entering has 
amounted to barely 32,000. 

The annual loss of revenue to the 
United States under this arrangement 
has been approximately $50,000, while 
the exemptions which American ves- 
sels would have gained in German 
ports would have amounted to harely 
$200 a year. As a matter of fact these 
taxes have been levied upon American 
vessels in German ports, and it is un- 
derstood the United States will make a 
claim for the recovery of the amount 
so extorted. 

Beyond this fact, the exemption of 
German vessels from tonnage taxes in 
ports of the United States has been in 
fact a discrimination on the part of the 
United States against its own transat- 
leantic line. The terminus of the 
American-linesteamers.is at Southamp- 
ton and the St. Louis, St. Paul, etc., 
entering into the United State from 
that port have been required to pay 
tonnage dues, whereas the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamers, clearing at Bre- 
men and touching at Southampton for 
mail and passengers in competition 
with our steamers, have entered the 
United States entirely free from ton- 
nage dues. 


SADIE M’DONALD’S DEATH.

Her demise was quickened by a se- 
vere fall she sustained recently while 
practicing handsprings at the Princess 
Theater, Melbourne, for the last pro- 
duction of the “Milk White 'Flag,”’ 
which she apeared in.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—The Cutan 
junta has received a message confirm- 
ing the report of the death in battle of 
Maj.-Gen. Serafin Sanchez,. insp2ctor- 
general of the isurgent army, at Las 
Damas, Santa Clara province, on No- 
vember 20. 

An expedition was expected from 
Jamaica, and part of the forces of Gen. 
Carillos and Gen. Sanchez started for 
the coast to receive it. The insurgents 
numbered 1200 men, but before reach- 
ing the point where the expedition was 
to disembark, the column was attacked 
by 3000 Spaniards under Gen. Luque. A 
desperate battle ensued, lasting five 
hours, darkness making it impossible 
to continue the fight. In the battle the 
Spaniards suffered a loss of 170 killed 
and 909 wounded. The Cuban 108s was 
43 killed and 26 wounded. 

Gen. Sanchez, mounted on a small 
horse. was in the thick of the battle. 
A column of Spanish soldiers surprised 
the rebels by an attack from tne rear, 
and Gen. Sanchez received a bullet in 
the back. He remained on his horse, 
however, and although his compatriots 
tried to induce him to retire, ne re- 
fused, saying that he was not badly 
wounded. Ten minutes later he fell 
from his horse and soon expired. His 
last words were: “Viva Cuba Libre. 

Gen. Sanchez was born forty-two 
years ago in Santa Clara. His father 
was a wealthy planter. | 

ANARCHY REIGNED. 


JACKSONVILLE (Fla.,) Dec. 3.—A 
special to the Citizen from Key West, 
Fla., says news has been received 
that the troops of the Spanish garri- 
son at San José de las Lajas, two miles 
southeast of Havana, abandoned their 
post and joined the insurgents.

Herr 
Leibknecht was here called to order 
by the president, but resuming his re- 
marks. he Said that the trial of Herr 
Leckert and other newspaper men in 
progress showed that intrigues of the 
basest description were conducted in 
the higher region. In conclusion. the 
Socialist deputy said that his. party 
would not vote a man nor groschen 
for militarism. or navalism.

Dr. von Boetticher said he hoped that 
all who retoiced in the achievements of 
the German empire would unite in the 
This was

cu He would pass over the sug- 
gestion of English incitement, as hé 
did not desire to make charges against 
British ship owners. The cotperation 
of the Socialists, however, was quite 


evident, and as a result of the strike | 


British workmen had come over to earn 
the wages which the Hamburg workers 
despised. All friends of the workers, 
he further stated, should unite in ef- 
forts to end the strike. 

Admiral von Hollman,-- referring to 
the statement of Herr Leibknecht, that 
the Itlis was not seaworthy, assured 
the house that this -cruiser would 
have been seaworthy for another two 
years. He added that the circum- 
stances of the wreck, (striking on a 
submerged reef in the midst of a terri- 
ble gale) rendered the saving of the 
crew impossible. 

Baron von Stumm declared that as 
the Hamburg strike was a struggle 
for supremacy on the part of the em- 
ployers, the latter had done the pub- 
lic a service in refusing to arbitrate 
the dispute. 

Herr Auer, Socialist, said that the 
Hamburg dockers only earned 850 
marks a year, and that they now 
wished to share in the benefits of im- 
proving trade. He added that if they 

been perfectly organized, the 
strike would not have occurred. 

Dr. von Boetticher answered that 
the dockers. earned more than Herr 
Auer stated, and said it was clear that 


an international strike had been 
planned and -that the Germans had 
rashly started the movement, while 


their fellow-workers in other countries 
failed to follow. the example.

TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS’ WORTH 
OF DIAMONDS TAKEN. 


George E. Gail of New Orleans Holds 
a Box in Which He Saw Two 
Italians Place the Jewels ani- 
That Amount of Money—The Box 
is Now Virtually Empty.

He said he had a 
sister in a convent in Rome, and he 
wished to. buy: $10,000 worth of dia- 
monds to present a diamond cross to 
the Pope in order that he might se- 
cure from him permission to remove 
his sister from the convent. | 

Gail was thoroughly convinced of 
the sincerity ‘of the Italian, and to- 
day obtained $10,000 worth of diamonds 
from Adolph Peabedy, a diamond im- 
porter of New York City, who is stop- 
ping here at the Cosmopolitan. Hotel. 
The Italian brought a friend along with 
him to make the deal, and they had 


a bank box to put the jewels in. The — 


jewels and $10,000 were placed in the 
box before Gail’s eyes, and he was 
asked to keep the box until they re- 
turned, an hour later, they claiming 
they had business that would take 
them out for that length of times Gail 
took the box in which he had just seen 
the money and diamonds placed. It 
had been securely locked in his pres- 
ence. ‘ 

After two or three hours had elapsed 
the Italians did not return, and, becom- 
ing suspicious Gail broke open the box 
and found, instead of diamonds and 
money, a two-dollar bill and a silk 
handkerchief. The diamonds, before 
being placed apparently in the box by 
the Italians, were wrapped in a silk 
handkerchief with the money, and Gail 
is now of the opinion that they per- 
formed the Hermann trick under his 
eyes by putting in another silk hand- 
‘kerchief with a two-dollar bill. It is 
said to be the smoothest robbery, that 
has ever taken place in this city.

MR. DOBEL DOZES GOOD FEELING.

APPRECIATE HRITAIN’S ACTS, 


Predicts That the Dominion Bill 
Will be the Mé¢ans of Arrang- 
ing a Better Understanding. 

He Yearns Absorb. 


LONDON, Dec. {4—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright, 1896.) 
The Empire League held a meeting 
this afternoon at the Guild Hall. The 
Lord Mayor, Geoje Faldel Phillips, 
presided. The hall)was well filled, but 
there was a lack oj enthusiasm. Among 
the Canadians prejent were Sir Charles 
Tupper, Lieut.-Gdv. Kirkpatrick and 
Messrs. Dobel Laurie. 

A telegram recd@ved from the Cana- 
dian League, date Toronto, was read, 
stating that the danadian branch had 
elected ten membtrs to the council of 
the league in Enfiand ; 

The Duke of, Devonshire, pres- 
ident of the coutcil, made a speech 
in which he said he believed that the 
sentiment in favoj of imperial federa- 
tion was growing,|but that Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s proposal establish free trade 
within the empire had not yet met with 
such hearty respnse in the great 
colonies as to denand immediately an- 
other colonial congress. The Conserva- 
tives, he added, fonsidered it of the 
highest importanc} to renew the agree- 
ments shortly t@minating, whereby 
the colonies contiibute to the cost of 
the navy as a praftical step in the di- 
rection of imperiyl federation. 

The admiralty, the Duke continued, 
had undertaken to protect all Brit- 
ish territory it was the duty of 
the colonies to plovide for their ade- 
quate defense sq that the strategic 


plans for the dejense of the colonies 


might be compleie. 

The Duke of Deronshire’s motion ap- 
proving the constitution of the league, 
announcing that |'the organization is 
now complete, ard stating that the 
league is ready ‘to proceed with its 
programme, was carried. 

Dobel cordially sympathized with the 
aim of the leagu¢, though he regretted 
the lack of progress and expressed the 
belief that the only solution of their 
dream was a zofiverein of Great Brit- 
ain and her colopies against the world. 
Continuing, the! speaker said he was 
proud to is sea to Canada, coun- 


try which is secpnd to none in her loy- 
alty to the mother country; a country 
which could not look without admira- 
tion on her gregt neighbor, the. United 
States.” 

“Yet,” added’ Dobel, “she had a 
greater admiration for the forbearance 
and generosity which Great Britain 
has shown the: United States during the 
last twenty-five years, and it is to be 
hoped that the time is soon coming 
when the United States will appreciate 
all Great Britain has done for her.’’ 

Dobel also predicted :that Canada 
would be the means of bringing about 
a better understanding between Great 
Britain and the United States, which 
he claimed would be one of the best 
things that ever happened to Great 
Britain. . 

Referring to Prof. Goldwin Smith’s 
statement that the ultimate goal of 
Canada was its absorption by the 
United States, Dobel said he believed 
that if imperial federation was effected 
it might be pdssible to absorb the 
United States, and he continued: “I 
am sure that every part of the empire 
bi welcome back the wandering 
c 

Sir Charles Tupper spoke of the pro- 
found belief felt in Canada and by him- 
self in the works and aims of the 
league. Referring to the statement of 
the Duke of Devonshire that it was 
the duty of the colonies to provide for 
their adequate defense, Sir Charles 
declared that no people in the whole 


empire were readier than the Cana- 


dians to contribute to the defense of 
the empire. 

A NEW ZEALAND MANIFESTO.

$6000 on that fight, but I felt so con- 
vinced that things were crooked that I 
immediately tried to hedge a $1300 bet 
on Fitzsimmons, which was all I had 
wagered, which I was not successful in 
doing. I immediately hunted up Fitz- 
simmons and communicated to him my 
suspicions. I told him I knew nothing 
definite, but I told him I thought it was 
a remarkable thing. When on Tuesday 

was impossible to bet money on 
Sharkey at 4 to 1 it looked queer to see 
at least $20,000 go begging yesterday 
at odds of even money on the sailor. 
I watched the fight from beginning to 
end. I cannot say too much in praise 
of Fitzsimmons’s work, and I confi- 
dently assert that the blow which 


*Sharkey claims is a foul was above the 


belt and fair in every respect.” 
THE REFEREE TALKS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Referee 
Earp, whose decision of the Sharkey- 
Fitzsimmons fight caused an indigna- 
tion demonstration from the crowd at 
the ringside last night, stated this 
morning that when he decided the con- 
test in favor of Sharkey he did so be- 
cause he believed Fitzsimmons deliber- 
ately fouled himg and under the rules 
the sailor was entitled to the decision. 
He would have been willing to allow 
half-fouls—that is fouls that might be 
considered partly accidental—to pass 
by with only a reprimand, but in such 
a case as this he could only do his duty. 
He said: 

“There is ene thing I regret. I should 
have given Sharkey the fight earlier in 
the contest. In the fourth round, I 
think it was, Fitzsimmons landed a 
left-hand blow and returned it with his 
elbow, cutting ‘:Sharkey’s eyebrow 
open. The sailor should have had the 
fight then. 

“The foul blow of the right was seen 
plainly by me. Fitzsimmons smashed 
with his right on Sharkey’s shoulder 
and then, with an uppercut, he struck 
the sailor below the belt. Sharkey was 
leaning over and the blow knocked him 
down. It was clearly a foul, and be- 
fore the sailor moved I mentioned that 
the fight was over. The first blow had 
been weak, and I believe that the sec- 
ond was intended for an uppercut, but 
it struck foul. No man until now has 
ever questioned my honor. I have been 
in many places and in peculiar situa- 
tions, but no one has ever said until 
tonight that I was guilty of a dishonor- 
able act. And I will repeat that I de- 
cided in all fairness and with a judg- 
ment that was as true as my eyesight. 
I saw the foul blow. . 

Fitzsimmons said after the flight: 
“Earp knows, and so does Sharkey, 
that I did not hit the sailor where 
they say I did. My left landed straight 
in his stomach, where I had a right to 
hit him, and in no other place. His ly- 
ing down and groaning was all a part 
of the game. There was no need for me 
to foul him, because I had him whipped 
anyway, and could have finished him 
before the end of the round. It don’t 
make any difference, though. As I tele- 
graphed Dan Stuart tonight, I am will- 
ing to meet both Sharkey and Corbett 
in the same ring any night Stuart wants 
to pull the fight off. I will say one 
thing for Corbett, and that is I don’t 
blame him for saying that he was 
robbed out of the Jackson fight in this 
town. No pugilist can get a square 
deal from the thievés who handle fight- 
ing a. city, and it is a safe bet that 
the last big fight San Francisco will 
ever see was pulled off tonight.”’ 

Sharkey had this to say of the af- 
fair: “I am certain that Fitzsimmons 
fouled me deliberately to save himself 
from defeat. It was getting too piain 
to him that I was gaining in strength, 
while he was going down hill, so to 
speak, and rather than be knocked out 
he thought he would lose on a foul: 
Had he not delivered that nasty blow 
which crippled me, I would certainly 
have finished him jn that round, the 
eighth, I believe it was. I am sorry 
that the question of supremacy was not 
settled on its merits rather than in this 
way. KI can beat Fitzsimmons, and I 
would far rather have knocked him out 
than win the purse on a foul. I don’t 
think he will be anxious to meet me 
again, however, but if he does—well, I 
am open to all engagements. 1 am in 
the boxing business as a profession. I 
intend to win the world’s championship 
if the decision in this contest nas not 
already given me the right to. that 
title. Iam not going to pose as a talk- 
ing fighter, either. If anybody wants 
to fight me they will always find me 
willing.” 

W. W. Naughton, the well-known 
authority on pugilism, says: 

“If Fitzsimmons struck Sharkey a 
foul blow last night I did not see it. 
But even at that I would scarcely like 
to go on record as saying that the 
punch on which the fight was given to 
the sailor was not fouj. It was this 
way with me: I was in the press stand 
on the south side of the hall, and when 
the critical moment arrived Fitzsim- 
mons was forcing Sharkey along the 
ropes toward the north. 

‘Fhe Cornishman, whose back was to 
me and whose frame shielded Sharkey, 
was fast beating the sailor down. There 
was not the slightest doubt about that 
part in my mind. I saw a whizzing 
left hook go up somewhere from about 
Fitzsimmons’s hip. It caught Sharkey 
on the chin or mouth and the sailor be- 
gan to sink. Then I saw Fitzsimmons’s 
right elbow come back, and he deliv- 
ered a body punch. I should imagine it 
took effect somewhere about Sharkey’s 


Anyhow, the next moment Sharkey was 
on the floor on his back. He was not 
knocked out. He was making grimaces 
and placing his hand on his groin, and 
if he were not in agony all I can say is 
that he must be a consummate actor, 
and must have rehearsed that particu- 
lar scene many a time and often. 

“When the alleged foul took place 
in the eighth round Fitzsimmons had 
Sharkey going beyond a doubt and, foul 
or no foul, it looked as if the end was 
at hand. Sharkey stood up and hit 
out aimlessly, and Fitzsimmons kept 
working his short jolts for all they 
were worth. There was one right- 
hander in particular which made 
Sharkev rock on his feet. He seemed 
to me to be falling toward Fitzsim- 
mons when the latter whipped up his 
left. This last blow made connection 
with Sharkey’s chin, and if the Cor- 
nishman had stood away then the 
sailor would have dropped. But Fitz- 
simmons wanted to administer the 
coup. and he drew back his right and 
lashed out at the body. Then Sharkey 
fell and began to writhe.”’ 

r. B. . Lee, who was called in 
to attend Sharkey after the latter had 
been removed from the pavilion to the 
Windsor Hotel. made the following 
statement: -“Mr. Sharkey is without 
doubt in great pain from a blow in 
the region of the groin. He is badly 
swollen, and may have to remain in 
bed two or three days. 
this kind is sufficient to prostrate 
completely a man for a time—rendering 
him completely helpless. While very 
painful. the iniury will have no per- 
manently bad effects.’’ 

While Sharkev was stretched out on 
his bed in the. Windsor Hotel, sur- 
rounded bv his friends and physician, 
@& messenger arrived with a telegram 
sromn J. J. Corbett. It read as fol- 

“NEW YORK. Dec. 2.—Tom Sharkey, 
San Francisco: I am sorry for Mr. 
Fitzsimmons’s foul tactics, which pre- 
vented you from beating him in ten 
rounds without a foul. I am ready to 
meet von On or before January 1, 1897. 

(Signed) “JAMES J. CORBETT.” 

“Ask my manager,” was Sharkey’s 
replv. when asked what he intended 
to do regarding Corbett’s challenge. 

“We are in the boxing busimess for 
menev.” was the way Manager Lynch 
put it. Will accept an engage- 
ment with anybody and anywhere so 
long as there is the proper-sized purse 
in view. I cannot gay right now

A DILAPIDATED PUG. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Tom 
Sharkev was a somewhat dilapidated- 
looking vugilist as he lay on his bed 
today. The only visible bruises were 
two on the left side of his face, and 
a cut which had rather neatly divided 
the left eye lengthwise. 

“He gave me that cut with his el- 
bow when he fouled me early in the 
fizht.”’ ssid Sharkey. 

The doctors made no difficulties at 
all about showing not ogy the condi- 
tion of Sharkey’s face, but also of 
his bodv. In dnine so they called at- 
tention to the fact that there was 
nothing to indicate that.he had re- 
ceived any particular punishment pre- 
vious to the striking of the blow 
which ended the fight. This seems 
to be the fact. for there were no dis- 
colorations or bruises at all upon 
Sharkey’s body except at the point 
below the belt where the alleged foul 
blow is said to have landed. 

Here sere wasn a decided swelling 
and other evidences of injury which 
it, was easy to conceive would have 
prevented a man from continuing a 
boxine match or any other form of 
exertion. 

“Ie was all richt un to the time I 
got that foul lick,’ said Sharkey in 
answer to a question. “I had not 
been hurt at all.’’ 

The three physicians all concurred 
in the statement, made _ very posi- 
tively, that Sharkey had been fouled, 
the physical evidences, they consid- 
ered, being indisputable. 

“He was hit there, and hit hard,” 
said Dr. Ragan. 

Bob Fitzsimmons was about town 
today. 

“I fell in among a gang of thieves,” 
was Fitzsimmons’s opening remark, 
when gepoken to about the decision. 
“I came out here to San Francisco ex- 
pecting to get a square deal, but find 
I made a mistake, as I was made the 
victim of one of the meanest jobs 
ever put through on earth. 

“The referre was selected to give 
a decision against me, and he carried 
out his part of the programme. So 
far as T am concerned. I can say that 
I never fought fairer in my Tife, whil» 
Sharkey fouled me deliberately at least 
twentv times. T avvealed to-the ref- 
eree. but he took no notice of my pro- 
tests. and told me to go on and fight. 

“Once in a clinch Karn tried to sep- 
arate us by pressing his hand against 
my face. His finger nails penetrated 
my eye and cut the flesh on the inside 
of the lid. Sharkey is a hard nut. He 
don’t know much about fighting, 
however. but relies on brute stfength, 
ety tactics and a crooked referee to 
win. 

“If I don’t get this fight and purse, 
I'll never enter the ring again, as it 
begins to look to me as if the people do 
not want me for a champion. 
seem to prefer hoodlums and toughs to 
gentlemen. 

“Sharkey knows, if he will only tell 
the truth, that I did not hit him foul. 
He was leaning over when I struck the 
blow of which he complains. It was a 
left-handed uppercut, and took effect 
in the pit of the stomach. He straight- 
ened up a bit after receiving the punch, 
— I finished him with a left on the 
aw. 
“Payment of the check of $10,000 has 
been stopped, and Sharkey will have 
to make a legal battle for it, as I do 
not intend to be robbed if I can 
help it.” 

Fitzsimmons gave a bag-punching ex- 
hibition tonight at the Bush-street 
Theater. He also showed how he had 
knocked Sharkey out, making a little 
speech as he illustrated the blow. 

THE AUSTRALIAN SUES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Late this 
afternoon Bob. Fitzsimmons, through 
his attorney, commenced suit in the 
Superior Court to restrain the Anglo- 
Californian Bank from paying Sharkey 
the $10,000 purse awarded the sailor 
by Referee Earp. Fitzsimmons charges 
conspiracy between Sharkey, the Na- 
tional Athletic Club and others whose 
names are not given, to award the 
purse to Sharkey under any circum- 
stances. 

Fitzsimmons alleges that before Earp 
was selected as referee this agreement 
was made, and that he had known of 
it he would have refused to enter the 
ring. He therefore prays, as he ‘“‘dis- 
comfited’”® Sharkey, so that the latter 
was unable to proceed, and on account 
of the alleged conspiracy, that the 
Anglo-Californian Bank, Tom Sharkey, 
Daniel Lynch, John Doe and Richard 
Roe, be enjoined from collecting the 
money on the certificate of deposit, 
and that. the court award said cer- 
tificate to Fitzsimmons. 

Judge Sanderson granted the injunc- 
tion prayed for, and the case will soon 
be tried in court. The National Club 
is composed of J. J. Groom and John 
Gibbs, local men. 

WYATT EARP ARRESTED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—When 
Wyatt Earp appeared in the ring last 
night to act as referee, he was disarmed 
by Police Captain Wittman, who took 
from the Arizona man a large-sized 
pistol. Tonight Earp was arrested cn 
a charge of carrying concealed wea- 
pons. He was released on $40 bail. 

A delegation of six reputable physi- 
cians examined Sharkey tonight and 
made the following report: ‘“‘We find 
an oedema or swelling on the left 


to the right. Also two small ecchy- 
motic spots or discolorations about 
one-half way down on the right side.’’

THE NEW YORK EXCHANGE, 


Demand Is Made for a Million Bush- 

els of December Wheat and Only 

Six Hundred Thousand Bushels 

Available—A Great Scraping 
Together of Grain. 


(RY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) There was consternation in the 
wheat pit of the Produce Execnange to- 
day when it was announced that a cus-. 
tomer of Henry Clews & Co., who holds 
options on 1,000,000 bushels of Decem- 
ber wheat, had refused to accept May 
options in exchange for a portion of 
his holdings, but would insist upon the 


delivery of the whole amount during ° 


December. 

The exciting feature of the situation 
was that the entire available supply of 
contract wheat in New York amounts 
to only 1,800,000 bushels, 1,200,000 of 
which has already been sold for ship- 
ment abroad, leaving only 600,000 
bushels available for delivery to local 
holders of December options. So there 
was great hustling among the shorts. 

It was announced late in the after- 
noon that 240,000 bushels had already 
been delivered to Clews’s customer, but 
it was admitted it would require a 
great deal of engineering to get hold 
of the remaining 760,000 bushels, which 
must be delivered before January 1. 

Henry Clews declined to give the 
name of his customer, but said he had 
bought his wheat at about an average 
of 65 cents, which will give him a profit 
of about $250,000, as December wneat 
sold today at 90 cents at the close. The 
situation is a novel one in New York.

TO ENFORCE THE LAW, 


WARRANTS ISSUED FOR KEEPERS 
OF SALOONS, 


The Parkhurst Society Begins the 
Practical Work of Reform—Has 
Employed Detectives to Secure 
Evidence Against Liquor-sellers. 

? 


The Parkhurst Society has at last 
abandoned the realm of theoretical re- 
form and is about to engage in a cru- 
sade against those who keep open 8a- 


loons in contravention of law. It pro- 


poses to see that henceforth the re- 
strictions placed upon the saloons and 
restaurants of the city shall be en- 
forced. 

The Committee on Immoral Places 
and Practices, under the leadership of 
Rev._C. C. McLean, has appealed to the 
courts with the purpose of securing the 
strict observance of the law. Com- 
plaints have been sworn to and already 
twenty-three warrants have been is- 
sued for violation of the liquor laws. 
The names of the alleged offenders 
have not yet been given to the public, 
although knowing ones assume to be 
advised of those against whom the s80- 
ciety will proceed through its commit- 
tee. It is positively stated that there 
is enough reliable evidence on hand to 
secure nearly three hundred convic- 
tions for like offenses, and while the 
first blow has been struck at the lead- 
ing saloons of the city, the others will 
receive the attention of the society in 
due course of time. In fact more war- 
rants would have ‘been issued yester- 
day had it not been for a slight legal 
delay. 

In the cases which have been in- 
stituted, the offense complained of is 
the selling of liquor on Sundays and 
after midnight in defiance of the law. 
Contrary to a prevailing rumor, ho 
legal action has yet been taken for the 
suppression of houses of prostitution. 

The committee says it has proceeded 
with cautious deliberation and has 
been supported with legal advice 
throughout. S. B. Scranton, Esq., is 
acting as attorney for the society and 
has associated with him four other le- 
gal advisers. 

For almost three weeks two private 
détectives, brought here from San 
Francisco for this special work, have 
been employed by the society in the 
work of gathering evidence against the 
liquor-sellers. They will probably re- 
min here for some time to come,

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA TEACH- 
ERS IN CONVENTION. 


The First General Session Held in 


The Auditorium at the Normal 
School. 


IN THE EVENING. 


LECTURES 


TALKS BY PROMINENT MEN UPON 
VITAL SUBJECTS. 


Sessions Held of the Several Sec- 
tions in the Afternoon—Kecep- 
tion of the Chamber of Com- 

merce, 


Normal School auditorium had not an 
inch even of standing room yesterday 
when the Southern California Teachers’ 
Association convened for its sixth an- 
nual session. Fully 1500 people were in 
the room and adjacent corridors, and 
the greatest interest in the proceed- 
ings was manifested by all. Although 
the early part of the week had been 
fully occupied by the City and County 
Teachers’ institutes, fresh life sprang 
up with the combination of forces, and 
a most successful general session was 
the result. 

Promptly at 9:30 o'clock Prof. Foshay 
called the association to order. The 
grand chorus immediately lined up on 
the platform, and the exercises were 
opened with Himmel’s “O, Come, Let 
Us Worship,” the solo being sung by 
Mrs. Gertrude Parsons. 

Prof. Foshay ‘then began the presi- 
dent’s address with an expression of 
profound regret that the programme 
could not have been extended over a 
longer period, that more jusuce might 
be done to the importance of the occa- 
sion. He reviewed the progress of Los 
Angeles during the gust few years; the 
rapid development of the schools and 
the growth of the Southern California 
Teachers’ Association. After a tribute 
to the memory of those teachers whose 
earthly tasks are finished, the speaker 
sketched out the future for those whose 
main work is yet to come 

He earnestly advocated progressive 
energy and ambition on the part of 
teachers, denouncing the apathy which 
would remain content with a diploma 
and a position, unmindfulwf the best 
that might be made of the work. The 
progress and prosperity of California 
are mainly due to the thorough work 
done in her schools. 

Prof. Foshay then depicted a few of 
the difficulties of the teacher's life, and 
the tremendous responsibility of the 
calling. Immortal minds are the ma- 
terials with which the teacher nas to 
work, and to the task must be brought 
the greatest patience and the most 
thorough conscientiousness, as well as 
the highest talent. 

A patter of applause greeted the 
president's indorsement ef woman sulf- 
rage, and the expression of his hope 
thag it would ultimately YDecome the 
law of the land. 

At the close of his own address Prof. 
Foshay introduced Dr. A. E. Winship 
of Boston, Mass., president of 
American Institution of | Instruction, 
the oldest educational ussomation — in 
America. Dr. Winship referred with 
some humor to the efforts maae to in- 
duce him and Dr. Skinner to pring the 
next national association to Los An- 
geles. 
Turning then to the subject of his 
address, “Music as an Educational 
Factor,” the speaker reviewed the es- 
pecial functions of each ranch of 
studs, as ascribing a high place to mu- 
sic as the principal factor in develop- 
ing the highest and best attributes of 
human nature. Rightly used, there is 
more discipline for character in sing- 
ing than in any other branch of edu- 
cation. Thinking and singing should be 
closely connected. In support of this 
view, Dr. Winship cited the example 
of Germany, the greatest scientilic and 
philosophical, as well as the yreatest 
musical country in the worid. 

What the public schools want is the 
best possible teaching of singin-z, from 
the kindergarten to the highest grade, 
as the most effective training in mor- 


wity and patriotism,-as well as a tac-. 


tor ir. making all work easier ard more 
thorovgh because more neartfelt. 
Prof. Foshay rose at the ciose of Dr. 
Winship’s address, and anncunced that 
the general sessions of the association 
for Friday and Saturday would be held 
in the First Methodist Church, on 
Broadway between Third and Fourth 
streets, on account of the necessity for 


more room. He also made announce- 


ments for the sectional sessions, and 
for the evening lectures which will also 
be held at the First Methodist Church. 

Dr. W. N. Hailman of Washington, 
D. C.. was then introduced, and gave 
an address on “What Constitutes the 
New Education.’ He spoke of this 
new education as finding its natural 
home in the genial atmosphere of 
Southern California. The very essence 
of the new education is epitomized by 
Froebel in “his magnificent formula, 
“The destiny of man is to reveal the 
divinity which is within him.” 

In this formula is recognized a unity 
of life and all education that is des- 
tined to work miracles in the progress 
of the school. The loving understand- 
ing of the phenomena of form in nat- 
ural life opens the way to a compre- 
hension of the inner life of the soul. 
Through “this. entire course of study 
runs a unity that is not found in what 
is called the codrdination of studies. 
Each branch, if rightly understood, 


holds the key to all the other 
branches. 
The new education puts especial 


stress on the attitude of the child to- 
ward his work and toward all the con- 
ditions of life. This value of attitude 
i# revealed in the fervor with which ed- 


-ueators insist upon character training. 


Joy is the natural effect and inward 
concomitant of a benevolent attitude. 

Self-activity must ever be in full 
harmony with benevolent purpose. Chil- 
dren must be taught to grow into 
strong, efficient individualities, but 
they must also learn to work together 
socially as the best means of arousing 
and sustaining interest in all that is 
best in life.

The teachers are 
ready and willing to work. but they 
must be given specific directions. 

Nothing will beget so intense an in- 
terest in any subject as a realization 
of the importance of that subject to 
the general plan of education. No 
movement has been of so much value 
to the general progress of education 
in this country as the present interest 
in child study. 

Prof. Dresslar recommended that.

more specific directions as to the work 
required. A good course of study poorly 
understood by the teacher is worse

Prof. Foshay then’ introduced the 
first speaker of the evening. Dr. Mar- 
tin M. Kellogg of the State University, 
who began his address upon 
Presumptions of Early Life,’ with 
stating the helplessness of the child in 
his earlier years, and the necessity of 
presuming the love and affection of 
those around him as a natural right 
and relving implicitly upoa it. 
Friendly kindness from the world is a 
natural presumption of the little child, 

Antagonisms and wrong-doing are 
the accidents of human life. They 
exist. unfortunately, but the more 
benevolent attitude is the more nat- 
ural, justifying the instinctive pre- 
sumption of the child. Another nat- 
ural presumption of early life is that 
of wisdom in the older people around 
it. Children are ever seeking know'l- 
edge, the earlier years being those of 
confessed ignorance and_ perplexity, 
and the responsibility of teachers and 
parents lies in guiding aright this 
search for enlightenment. 

Another presumption is that of law 
in the world: Experience teaches the 
child that there is a, law which rules 
nature and society, and that rebellion 
against it must bring suffering. If 
wholesome restraint is not exercised 
the outcome is likely to be a child of 
lawless will, who defies all moral re- 
strictions. and makes good material 
for the crimnal courts in after years. 

The child develops the three pre- 
sumptions of love, wisdom and law, 
first in the life at home. The father 
and mother are properly the prime 
factors in the young life, and their 
teachings are law. In an ideal ramily 
this would continue to be the case 
throughout the whole development of 
the childish mind, but it is seldom 
that the conditions are found for an 
ideal home education. Other instruc- 
tors must take up the task waived 
bv the parents, and the teacher  be- 
comes. of necessity, in loco parentis. 

The presumptions of the child in its 
early life must still be justified and re- 
g¢ponded to by the teacher. Not omly 
the bright children should be cared for; 
the dull and unfortunate should _ re- 
ceive the same tenderness as from 
their own parents. The overwhelming 
preponderance of women teachers | is 
easily explained by the fact of their 
patience and instinct of motherhood. 
As teachers of children, men are easily 
outclassed. , 

With regard to the presumption of 
wisdom, the venerable speaker gave 
some sound advice to teachers in the 
matter of correcting any youthful 
conciet on the part of their pupils, 
especially toward the earents whose

some time in those two years. 

He has claimed credit for these im- 
provements when it is well Known 
that the Jarger part of them were, not 
even so much as discussed during his 
term in the Council. The graaing of 
Brooklyn avenue, for instance, was ac- 
complished during Dr. Campbell’s term 
of office, as. the Council recoras' will 
show. What gall then for this man 
Rees to step to the front and point with 
pride to “the biggest improvement the 
ward has,” as his own work! 

It must be interesting for Dr. Camp- 
bell to have such credit as belongs to 
him stolen by Mr. Rees, and not only 
in this, but in almost all of the im- 
provements claimed ‘to have been 
brought about by Mr. Rees, otner Coun- 
cilmen were instrumental in having 
them accomplished, and are now de- 
serving of the praise for them. It is 
certainly disgusting to the people of 
the ward, who know all about these 
matters, to have a man stand before 
them and try. to take from otner ex- 
officials glory enough to insure nis re- 
turn to the City Council. 

He speaks of having had the brick 
culvert in Hollenbeck Park built. Why, 
that culvert was not even tnougnt of 
during Rees’s term, and was built by 
Dr. Campbell while the latter was 
Councilman.

Campbell to the place, I am only tell- 
ing what the people of the ward know 
to be the most frigid sort of truth. 

Samuel Rees, after getting honor 
and office from the Re»publican party, 
deserted that party when it,declined 
to longer honor him, and joined the 
Populist party, for no, other reason than 
that he honed to receive a nomination 
from that party, which he could not 
get from the Republicans of the ward. 
In 1894, after having been three times 
a Republican candidate for different 
offices, he became a Populist office- 
seeker, but was defeated by a Mr.

(To the Editor of The Times:) I was 
very glad to find in your Monday’s is- 
sue that valuable letter from E. F. 
Howe of Redlands on the possibility of 
compromise between the land-owners 
and bondholders, in this way amicably 
settling matters once for all and thus 
allowing the land to be cultivated. It is 
doubtless the thing to do, but if it does 
not include the return of the land 
which has been confiscated for non- 
payment of assessments, I do not see 
how it can be done, as there will al- 
ways remain the question of the right 
of sale under a supposed illegal issue 
of bonds. 

I know a person who in ’95 bought 
some land in this district, and his cer- 
tificate of title showed it to be clear, 
and his understanding of an irrignxtion 
district was that of a company who 
supplied water at a fixed price to the 
ranchers. This, of course, is erroneous, 
and his ignorance does not excuse in 
the eyes of the law. However, he has 
recently learned not only that his land 
has been sold for delinquent assess- 


,sment, but that the twelve months al- 


lowed for redemption has also expired, 
thus leaving him without land or right 
of redemption. He had no knowledge 
of assessments, not seeing the county 
papers in which the notices were given. 
Such people will naturally hold the il- 
legality of the bonds, which were is- 
sued at 50 per cent. of their face value, 
whereas the law says, in sec. 16 of the 
Wright Act, “But the board shall in no 
event sell any of the said bonds for 
less than 90 per cent of their face value 
thereof.”’ 


Said bonds having been issued at 50. 


per cent. is very clearly a breaking of 
the law, consequently all: action for 
salé of lands to pay interest on these 
bonds must be null and void.

‘ THROUGH SOUTH AFRICA. 


A CORRUPT GOVERNMENT—A WORD 
ABOUT PRESIDENT KRUGER. 


Fature of the Outlanders. 
Tyranny Corruption and Igno- 
rance — A Strong Anti-Krager 
Party—Kruger Is Something of a 
Liar Himself. 


The 


(Correspondence of The Times from the Na- 
tional Press Agency's Special Commissioner.) 


TRANSVAAL, (En Route,) Oct. 19.— 
If the government of the South African 
republic were desirous of alienating 
all outside sympathy, and proving to 
the world at large that whatever is 
worthy in the constitution shall be 
abrogated and annulled, it could not 
go. about the matter in a more 
thorough fashion than it is now do- 
ing. There exists in many minds a 
traditional sympathy with the Boer, 
and an earnest desire to see the re- 
public which he has created by his 
own self-sacrifice made permanent and 
enduring. But the Boer seems as if 
he were resolved to make the repub- 
lic a mere @ham by the blindest, nar- 
rowest of policies, and by repressive 
legislation that would be a disgrace 
to Russian autocracy. Not all the 
heroism of a generation that is now 
dying out will suffice to preserve from 
execration a republic which is rapidly 
g being made such only in name, and 

which -is now governed on lines that 
outrage every canon of democracy. 
A new law for muzzling the press, and 
another for the expulsion of “sus- 
pected’’ persons, are the latest mani- 
festations of that spirit which now 
reighs at Pretoria, and which, if. un- 
controlled, will push the 
South African republic to its ruin. 
There can be little doubt that this is 
“panic’’ legislation, and is the conse- 
quefice of the Jameson raid and the 
reform movement, but it is disastrous 
all the same,.and drives even the most 
sympathetic friends of the republic to 
the conclusion that if the ruin of the 
State should come about, it will be 
almost impossible to say a single word 
to avert it. In a country where 
TYRANNY, CORRUPTION, 

IGNORANCE 
hold sway, no honest man will regret 
the governmental crash when it comes. 
A real republic here would, in my 
opinion, be a boon for all South Africa. 
But if wiser counsels do not prevail, 
President Kruger and his friends will 
utterly destroy all the hopes that are 
built upon a healthy development of 
free democratic institutions here, and 
will seal their own doom. This is re- 
grettable, but just now it seems in- 
evitable. My sympathies were largely 
on the side of the Boers when I came 
here, and I have not altered my views 
as to the character of the reform 
movement or the Jameson raid, but in 
_the face of legislation such as has just, 
been carried in the Raad, \it becomes 
niore and more difficult to say a good 
word on behalf of those who are driv- 
ing the ship of state into such dan- 
gerous seas. 
Whatever was hoped a little time 
ago, it is néOw clear that there is no 
likelihood of the present rulers of the 
land doing anything whatever po 
broaden the bases of the State by ad- 
mitting to the franchise those who, as 
citizens, would be very glad to de- 
fend the republic were it in any dan- 
ger, but who, while treated as out- 
casts, will only be too pleased to as- 
sist in overturning the present regime. 
Efforts have been made by earnest 
friends of the republic to impress upon 
the President and his advisers that 
safety lies in the direction of adding 
to the number of burghers, even 
where these are not “sons of the soil.” 
But instead of progress the country 
seems to be now in for a period of 
retrogression. It is hard to under- 
stand how people so shrewd in some 
things should be so blind and stupid 
in others, but it is very obvious that 
the real reason why the office holders 
are so : 

JEALOUS OF OUTSIDE INTERFER- 
ENCE, 
or of adding to the number of citizens, 
is that office holding here is an exceed- 
ingly profitable business. The country 
was wretchedly poor a few years ago. 
The total annual budget was about 
£70,000, and the executive had to bor- 
row small sums to pay wages and to 
meet other needful outlays. Now all 
this is at an end. President Kruger 
has £8000 a year and liberal allow- 
ances for expenses. He has been-hand- 
xsomely feed, it is said, by those who 
Ahave secured monopolies, such as the 
“railway, dynamite and other conces- 
sions. It is said that the shrewd holder 
of the dynamite concession built for 
His Honor his present residenee as a 
free gift. And the worst feature of it 
is that these privileges have passed into 
the hands of private persons, and the 

State, as such, benefits in no way. 
They have, it seems, been secured 
chiefly by bribing the members of the 
Raad andiof the executive, but the 
burghers have not benefited by the 
transactions. 

The members of the Raad are mostly 
ignorant, bigoted farmers, of a low 
standard of intelligence. They draw 
three guineas a day for expenses, and 
six shillings and sixpence per hour in 
addition for Committee work. The ses- 
sions are gradually getting longer and 
longer, and just now ‘there is an ad- 
journment for a month, during which 
period pay goes on as usual. In addi- 
tion to this, nearly every measure 
nassed throught the houses has to be 
secured by bribery. An annual budget 
of some four and:a half millions is at 
the disposal of 
THIS HANDFUL OF LOUTS 


to play ducks and drakes @ith, and 
they are not slow to show they appre- 
ciate the powers they possess. They 
have their hands deep in a well-filled 
purse, and they will not easily surren- 
der the spoils. The liberty they have 
now. and the rights they claim to hold 
so dear, they are very unwilling to ex- 
tend to others. They are but newcom- 
ers into this land themselves,, having 
dispossessed with much cruelty those 
who were in possession when they ar- 
rived. But they speak and act as if 
they had owned this country for cen- 
turies. Let it not be imagined that 
their exclusiveness is directed solely 
against newcomers, There are men 
high in the service of the State, who 
have done good work for the republic 
for peridds of ten and twelve years, but 
who are “Outlanders’” even now, and 
are never likely to be admitted to the 
privileges of citizenship. Afrikanders, 
that is to say, born in South Africa, 
and citizens of Cape Colony and of the 
Free State, who have resided here for 
years, ara no nearer citizenship in the 
Transvaal than ever they were. The 
Boer treats white men and black men 
just alike in the matter of citizen 
rights. He will admit neither of them to 
these privileges if he can help it. Out- 
landers speak of themselves as “White 
Kaftirs.’ and there is no denying the 
accuracy of the description in this con- 
nection. ‘It is like flogging a dead horse 
to refer at this date to the madness of 
the Jameson raid. It was inconceivably 
stupid in design and wretchedly feeble 
in execution. Those who know all that 
eecurred do not hesitate to ascribe 
Jameson's incapacity to a cause which 
does him little credit. But the fact re- 
maing that the steady trend of events 
in favor of the QOutlanders was badly 
checked ‘by the Jameson incident.

Among the Boers there was in exist-_ 


present clique. At the last presidential 
election, Gen. Joubert was the candi- 
date of this party for the presidency, 
and it is freely asserted that he se- 
cured a majority of votes, but that 
Kruger and his set counted Joubert out. 
At any rate, there was a strong set 
against the Krugerites, and this divi- 
sion among-the Boers, a sort of quar- 
rel. over the spoils. would have ended 
favorably to the Outlanders, and in the 
end would have secured their admission 
to the franchise. Indeed, a large num- 
ber of the Boers would have refused 
to bear arms against the Reform party 
in Johannesburg. But Jameson's in- 
cusion was a very different matter, that 
gave Kruger a new lease of life, and 
destroyed the chance of reform for a 


‘long time to come. 


There could be no greater delusion 
than the so-called concessions made to 
Johannesburg. The new municipality 
isa fraud, It will be in no sense repre- 
sentative of the ratepayers, and most 
people declare that things under the 
new régime are likely to be worse than 
even the present state of affairs. As 
to the Education Bill, it is very hard 
to see how that has been a boon to the 
Outlanders. The biggest school in the 


Transvaal, if not in South Africa, is the 


Marist Brothers’ School in Johannes- 
burg, with over six hundred boys on 
the rolls. But this school gets no gov- 
ernment grant, because the medium of 


instruction is English, and the same. 


holds good of the various schools in 
Pretoria, Barberton and other places I 
have visited. In matters of religion, 


too, although nominally there is equal- 


ity, in actual practice it is quite the 
reverse, and in some of the Dutch 
newspapers just to hand advertise- 
ments are inserted offering employ- 
ment in the government service, but 
stipulating that no Catholics need ap- 
ply. Now, when I .saw Mr. Kruger 
some time ago, he denied most strenu- 
ously that there were any disabilities 
on account of religion, yet, in the face of 
this, advertisements appear with such 
conditions as I have named. This 
double dealing only bears out what I 
have been told often, but what I did 
not believe, namely, that you cannot 
believe the statements made by these 
people. Even 


MR. KRUGER HIMSELF IS NOT 
ABOVE LYING, 
in order to mislead an inquiring stran- 
ger. It is not merely of political disa- 
bilities that the Outlanders have to 
complain, but it would appear as if the 
conditions under which they carry on 
their work have recently been made 
more difficult and uncertain. I have en- 
deavored to keep an open mind on all 
these matters, and I by no means join 
in the wholesale and emphatic condem- 
nation of all things Boer that one hears 
here so often. But the recent proceed- 
ings in the way of “‘jumping’’ the prop- 
ertv of some of the mining companies, 
the alarming and seemingiy untrue 
pronouncement of a State engineer in 
regard to the deep level properties, and 
the enforcement of regulations as to 
Sunday labor, seem to show a spirit of 
vindictiveness on the part of certain 
officials, if not of the government itself, 
that speaks badly for future develop- 
ments. So far as Sunday labor goes, 
the head of the mining industry is at 


loggerheads with some_of_his subordi-} 


nates, and declared the other day that 
a new regulation in regard to Sunday 
labor was a piece of spite on the part 
of an official “‘who was once begging 
for a job at the mines, but could not 
get one, and whvy now, having a little 
authority, was desirous of showing that 
he had the industry under his thumb.” 
This is the publicly-expressed opinion of 
a government official in regard to the 
action of one of his colleagues. [t is 
feared that all this “harrying” is. the 
outcome of some corruvnt move on the 
part of certain syeculators, who desire 
to-influence the market adversely. For 
instance, the publication of an opinion 
by a government engineer, who only 
holds his place temporarily, to the effect 
that the deep level properties, for which 
large sums have been paid, do not con- 
tain the reefs, seem either to have been 
a piece of wanton malice in order to 
‘“‘bear”’ the markets, or was a thought- 
less and ignorant proceeding, entirely 
without justification. Putting together 
the string of coincidences to which I 
have referred, it does not seem unrea- 
sonable to believe that highly-placed in- 
dividuals in the government havebeen a 
party to mere wrecking for certain ends 
of their own. Where so much jobbery 
and corruption prevail, it is certainly 
not beyond probability that some such 
move has been carried out. Despite all 
these drawbacks, the Outlanders seem 
to have accepted the situation, and are 
making the best of it. We are in no 
way likely to have a recurrence of any 
militant agitation. The government is 
vroviding against such a contingency 
by increasing its police, and enrolling 
volunteers. 

ON THE PRESIDENT'S BIRTHDAY 
there was’a parade of both these forces 
in Johannesburg, their combined 
strength being about 1500 men, mostly 
mounted and well armed. This force 
has been almost entirely created since 
the troubles of January last, and it is 
growing,-so that it would -be--impos- 
sible to reneat the experiences of the 
early part of the year, when the police 
were withdrawn from the streets of 
Johannesburg, which were left wholly 
in the nossession of the ‘‘Reformers.” 
What, then, is the outlook for reform 
in the Transvall? In a previous letter 
I indicated a hope that perhaps the 
vounger: generation of Boers may be 
instrumental in bringing it about. f 
have not met many of them, but if one 
may take as a specimen Mr. Piet Grob- 
ler, the president’s nenhew, who acted 
as translator for me in my interview 
with the president, then it is certain 
that vuite a new and better class of 
men will shortly be in power in -the 


dand, and they may do much to place 


their countrv in the line of progress. 
If they do not, then the best hove of 
the Outlander lies in the folly, the 
ignorance, the retrograde tendency of 
the Boers and their rulers. These will 
in the long run vwroduce a crop 
trouble that will bring the fabrie of the 
Stute about the ears of its guardians. 
who are really its worst enemies. Laws 
against the press, laws giving arbitrary 
powers to individuals, corruption § in 
high vnlaces, and the various ills from 
which the South African Republic now 
suffers would inevitably drag down 
evan # more vowerful oligarchy than 
that which exists here. The Outlander 
is here to stay. He is a constantly in- 
creasing factor. In brains, in wealth, 
and in power, even if not in-mere point 
of numbers, the British element pre- 
dominates. This force is continually 
exerting an influence which will in the 
long run change the face of affairs. 
“Mind will rule and matter vield,”’ and 
the Outlander represents mind and 
progress, While the Boer -hardly even 
now

and bv penal enactments. 
mean to say that all the Outlander 
elements are desirable, for, as one 
Outlander expressed it to me. “If the 
recent revolution had heen successful 
there would have been a second revo- 
lution of the clean-handed, honest Out- 
landers in order to save ourselves from 
a tyranny quite as bad as the Kruger 
regime.” There exists. among much 
that is selfish, materialisti¢e and 
despicable in the Outlander elemént, a 
gvodiy number of high-minded. ear iest, 
sturdy, and resolute men, chietiy young 
men, who, having taken up their abode 
here, and being resolved to settle down, 
will be sure to leaven public opinion, 
and do something to make politics less 
malodorous than they are at present. 
Meantime they can do little except 
prepare for emergencies. Agitation of 
any kind at the moment would be use- 
less. But the time is rapidly cominz 
when even the Boers will have to find 
a way out of, the difficulties that are 
encompassing them. I ventured to pre- 
dict in a former letter that the fiscal

policy which prevails all \over Souths | 
Atrica, and under which food is taxed 
and brandy and diamonds go free, 
would hardly stand the strain of rind- 
erpest, locusts and other evils.

Already in 
the Cape Colony and in Natal a power- 
ful movement has been set on foot in 
order to bring about much needed re- 
forms. Angry deputations have waited 
upon the ministrs, and a special ses- 
sion of the legislatures is demanded 
in order to devise remedies for the 
evils that now face the people. The 
Transvaal is suffering from 
scourges which are forcing the colo- 
nists to. be up and doing in order to 
escape starvation. Many of the Trans- 
vaal Boers are already noor enough. 
In a year or so they will 
paupers. They may tnen com> 
see that a prosperous State can- 
not be built up permanently on the 
lines followed by those now in power.

and to help forward those who are for 
reform than years of agitation. And 
out of this trouble the MOutlanders will 
emerge triumphant. Not a triumph 
of one section .over another, not a 
triumph of Britisher over Boer, but~a 
triumph of men of all nationalities 
here, who are now taxed to maintain 
a system of government which refuses 
them any voice in the control of af- 
fairs, and which is administered neither 
impartially nor honestly as between 
man and man. It will also be a 
triumph for democratic principles, and 
for government by the people of the 
South African republic. Today that 
republic is a by-word and a reproach, 
but it is only by the exercise of pa- 
tience and good sense that a better 
condition of affairs can be evolved. 
Premature action, or an ill-considered 
policy, would but tend to perpetuate a 
State of affairs which Jameson's crimi- 
nal blundering has done so much _ to 
strengthen. I drew the attention of 
your readers in a former letter to the 
developments in connection with rail- 
Way matters here, and I especially 
dwelt on the arrangements that were 
then being made by which the Orange 
Free State is to take over its own 
lines, previously worked by -the. Cane 
government. It would appear that 
there is to be trouble over the propor- 
tion which is to go to each party, and 
already a_ tariff war is spoken of. 
If the Cape gives way to the Free 
State now, then for a long time to 
come it is to be feared that she will 
be under the heel of the latter, and 
this prospect is naturally disquieting 
to Cape politicians. Ths Cave minis- 
try is not popular with the British 
element either in the colony or here 
inethe Transvaal. Sir James Sive- 
wright is especially despised by all 
Britishers, none of whom have a good 
word to say for him in any light, either 
as politician, financier or business man. 
If Sivewright only deserves one-half 
of the things that are said against 
him, then the Transvaal is not ‘the 
only place where politics are at a low

THE RICHEST PRINCE.

Prince is not always he that reigns over 
the most extensive and populous em- 
pire, with the largest and most pros- 
perous cities, and the best-filled trea-.

Back in the middle ages there reigned 
a Prince, called Eberhard the Good. 
who was a grand old man, just, wise 
and true, and his little principality was 
the envied corner of Europe.

There was a feast one day at the 
City of Worms, and all the German 
Princes were drinking wine at the 
banquet table, when a dispute arose as 
to which of them was the richest and 
most prosperous. 

Prince Ernest of Saxony boasted of 
broad domains, brimming with gold and 
silver mines, and his great palace filled 
with golden treasure. 

“I am richer than he,”’ said the 
Elector Frederick of the Rhine. ‘‘From 
my grand castle at Heidelberg I can 
look over ieagues and leagues of hill- 
sides covered with vineyards and val- 
levs rich with golden grain fields.” | 

King Louis of Bavaria claimed the 

palm of sovereignty, ‘‘because,”’ he said, 
“prosperous cities and rich old cloisters, 
filled with works of art, are greater 
treasures than gold or silver mines, 
vineyards or rinvened grain fields.” 
- Then thev al! looked at the old Lord 
of Wurtemberg. ‘‘whose hair and beard 
were white as the snow on Alpine 
peaks, and whose blue eyes were shin- 
ing with a smile. 

“T have little to boast of.” he said, 

meekly. “There are but few cities in 
Wurtemberg and no silver mines, no 
famous vineyards and no great store 
of treasure and precious stones. But I 
own one rare jewel—I can wander any- 
where in my dominions ;without fear 
and lay my old head in peaceful slum- 
ber in the cot of my humblest sub- 
ject.’ 
“It 4s enough,” thev cried in chorus, 
“we yield the palm to thee, for there 
are no richer treasures than a people's 
love and: loyalty.” 

Duke Eberhard was one of the great 
heroes of the feudal times. His little 
country of Wurtembere was one of the 
most prosperous in Europe, and the 
proudest Kings counted him their 
ecual. When he was laid in his grave 
the Emoveror Maximilian of Germany 
declared: 

“Here lies a Prince who has left no 
equal in the German Empire in princely 
virtues.” 

Nor has time been abl to blot out 
his fair name, and though half a 
thousand vears have passed away, 
dividing the living from the dead, it 
is always pleasant and refreshing when 
we look back upon those times to find 
the name of him they called the Rich- 
est Prince.

EAST RIVERSIDE DISTRICT. 


Property-holders Talk Regarding 
the Bonded Indebtedness. 


COLTON, Dec. 3.—(Regular Corre- | 


spondence.) The Times correspondent 
this morning had a talk with M. A. 
Murphy and W. 8. Bullis regarding 
the affairs of the East Riverside Irri- 
gation district. Those gentlemen de- 
sired the public to have a statement of 
the affairs of the district, to correct 
erroneous reports in circulation. The 
gentlemen are themselves’ property- 
holders and Mr. Bullis is manager of 
the property of Vice-President Adlai 
E. Stevenson in the district. The lat- 
ter has brought suit to prevent the 
sale of his lands for delinquent taxes. 

From these gentlemen the facts for 
the following statement were obtained: 

The districts embraces 2300 acres, of 
which less than 1800 are below the ir- 
rigation canal, more than 500 acres be- 
ing beyond the possibility of irrigation. 

Of the 2300 acres more than 1200 
acres have been sold for taxes. This 
includes land above as well as below 
the canal. There are nw sufficient 
residents of the district to constitute 
a board of directors, and, contrary to 
law, it is necessary to go out of the 
district to fill the board. 

The bonded indebtedness of the dis- 
trict is $175,000. Of the bonds, $100;000 
were traded for a pipe line, which cost 
$54,000, to the Vivienda Water Com- 
pany. The remaining $75,000 were sold, 
though the only assets to show for 
the bonds are a $700 building and a 
short telephone line. The water rights 
of the district consist of a flow of 
forty-one inches in the pipe and the 
ability to pump about eighty inches 
from the wells. 

The Wright law provides that all 
lands taxed for the maintenance of 
the district must be susceptible of ir- 
rigation from a common source, and 
provides for the pominal taxation of 
lands which do not share the benefits 
of the district. The directors refused, 
however, to discriminate between 


those lands which were susceptible of | 


irrigation and those which were not. 

The plans for developing water for 
the district were made out and filed in 
accordance with the provisions of law, 
but those plans provided for the irri- 
gation of the lands which were after- 
ward left above the canal. The plans 
adopted were abandoned, it being 
found impossible to get water on all 
the land. 

The provision of.the Wright law for 
t release of lands above the canal 
is found to be entirely inoperative. The 
board of directors have the power to 
release the land from the district, but 
the consent of the bondholders is a 
necessary condition. That is impos- 
sible to obtain. The bonds are not 
registered, are widely scattered and it 
is practically impossible to find all of 
them. ‘Even when found the holders of 
the bonds will not release a portion 
of their security without compensation. 
That provision is therefore inoperative. 
and it is honed the Legislature will 
take steps to correct the resultant evil. 

It was claimed that the assessments 
to pay interest on the bonds had been 
$2000 in excess of the requirements, and 
that, in addition to the high assess- 
ments, the users of water had been re- 
quired to pay from 10 cents to 15 cents 
per inch a day for the use of water. 

The gentlemen believed the assess- 
ments levied by the board of directors 
could be wiped out and the land which 
had been sold could be restored to the 
owners, With a strong probability that 


the bonds themselves would be found | 


vulnerable. 

They both expressed a desire to see 
justice done to the bondholders, and 
wished it understood that while the 
property-owners of the district were 
doing what lay in their power to pro- 
tect their property, they were willing 
to ajudicate the differences on a basis 
of justice to all parties in interest. 4

MORE TROUBLE OVER STREET- 
PAVING IN SANTA ANA.

SANTA ANA, Dec. 3.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) This has been a busy 
day on Fourth street, and not until 
late in the afternoon was it decided 
that the rails of the motor company 
should be laid in the strin of unpaved 
ground over which there has been so 
much trouble the past year or more. 
The recent trouble has been over the 
matter of laying street-car rails in the 
center of the street, between Main 
and Spurgeon streets.

This seemed to 
block the whole of the work for a time 
at least, and up until this morning it 
looked as if the paving would be done 
without the rails being first laid. Later 
in the day, however, a petition was 
circulated among the other property- 
owners asking permission to have the 
track laid in front of their vroperty, 
independent of the action of either S. 
Hill or Henry Neill—the two .object- 
ing members. After securing the 
names of the other property-owners @o 
the petition it was decided to proceed 
with the work, and this was done. 

Mr. Hil, true to his instinct as a 
fighter, started in, through.his attor- 
ney, to block the progress of the work 
by serving notice’ on the City Trus- 
tees and the contractor and the work 
Was not being done according to spe- 
cifications, and therefore he would re- 
fuse to pay his proportion of the cost. 

The notices, however, did not serve 
to impede the progress of the work 
more than over the property owned by 
the objecting residents. The work of 
laying’ the rails was continued, and, 
from present indications, the objectors 
will get little for their pains, as they 
are compelled to do the paving them- 
selves; if the motor.company does not 
choose to do any of it.

Correspondence.) The new water 

company of Santa Monica, of which 

mention was made in the courthouse 
news in today’s issue of The 
has been organized for the purpose 
more particularly of supplying water 
to South Santa Monica. This territory 
embraces Ocean Park station on the 
line of the Santa Fé, which place is 
also a terminal point on the line of the 

Pasadena and Pacific Electric Railway. 

The population in this part of the city 

is probably not far short of one thou- 

sand, but the water service—or rather 
the opportunity to secure water ser- 
vice—is said to have not been all that 
was desired. The stockholders in the 
newly-incorporated Company are some 
of them owners of considerable land 
in South Santa Monica. They desire 
water service for their property and 

Say they prefer to take this means of 

getting it rather than the unpleasant 

alternative.of ivoking the law to com- 
pel the company now furnishing water 
for the town to furnish such service. 

As to the source, or sources, of water 
supply foi the carrying out of their 
scheme, the incorporators of the new 
concern are reticent. They say there 
is abundant water which they may pro- 
cure, but they do not sav where it is. 
If the new company commences opera- 
tions at once it is announced that it 
can supply consumers with “water by 
next July. 

Rates for water service are fixed by 
ordinance, and would therefore anply 
the same to the new company as to 
the old one as far aS maximum charges 
are concerned, A company may, if it

desirés, reduce rates below the official | 


prices. There may therefore he a cut 
in prices, but there can be no higher 
charges than those fixed by ordinance.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


Death of Father i*ox at the Misison. 
Council Doings. 

SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 3.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Father Thomas 
Fox, one of the oldest and best known 
fathers at the Santa Barbara mission, 
died last evening at 7:04 o’clock, the 
fact being announced to the world by 
the tolling of the mission bells. He 
died of diabetes, and was a long-time 
sufferer. During the past few weeks 
he has been unconscious the greater 
part of the time, and the end was not 
unexpected. 

Father Fox, or “Brother Benevenu- 
‘tuo,”’ as he was familiarly called by 
the padres at the mission and by in- 
timate friends, was born in Ireland in 
1837, in the town of Killconell. He came 
to Santa Barbara in 1856, and in Mis- 
sion Chanel he was ordained priest in 
1864. He made many tours to Mexico 
and spent a number of years at Alle- 
ghany among Catholic institutions. He 
was an active man in his time, and a 
favorite both at the mission and with 
the outside world. 

The funeral will take, place on Sat- 
urday morning, the requiem high mass 
being set for 9 o’clock. His remains will 
be placed in the new receiving vault 
in the mission burying ground. Sister 
Bonaventura of the Sisters of Mercy 
of Los Angeles was notified and arrived 
on the noon train teday.

BARGAIN HUNTERS. 

In regard to the purchasing of -un- 
improved real estate for speculation, 
an estern exchange, the Chicago Real 
state ~ Journal, -has the following 
sensible remarks, the truth of which 
will. be indorsed by many who pur- 
chased property in Los Angeles during 
the boom. After stating that bargain 
hunters .in the real estate world get 
disappointed oftener than any other 
class of buyers, and that they do not 
differ in their business methods from 
bargain hunters in dry goods stores, 
as they buy a thing because it is 
cheap, the Journal goes on to say: 

“Buyers who want somethimg for 
half of what it is worth sometimes 
follow up foreclosure sales, but quit 
after bidding in one or two pieces of 
property. Whether these bargain 
hunters buy of a man who is selling at 
a sacrifice, or at forced sale, they gen- 
erally get the poorest kind of prop- 
erty, and find that a foreclosure sale 
costs them much trouble and in the 
end if the mortgagor does not redeem 
within the required time. the property 
costs as much as it is worth. A judi- 
cious buyer never buys anything that 
he does not need or want, much less 
does he buy a lot simply because it is 
cheap. 

“Real estate differs very materially 
from personal property—first, because 
it cannot be concealed or hidden fram 
the tax robbers, and secondly, because 


it cannot be: removed. Ii is safe to 
state that over one-half of the lots 
purchased by small capitalistse and 


Wage-earners durings the years 1890, 


"91 and ‘92, were not eligible for im- 
provement and vccupancy, and that 
the taxes and assessments have al- 


ready amounted to more than the lots 
ean be sold tor now. At the tax office 
in the county building where the réc- 
ords are kept of property” sold 
taxes, the most numerous class. of 
visitors are the mortgagees and their 
agents, who are compelled to look after 
the assessments on lots mortgaged 
for borrowed money. Those who buy 
real esate for specific purpose with

The man who buys it be- 
eause it is cheap or without a definite 
purpose, must depend upon the trend 
of the market or accident to make him- 
self whole. Buying on time oor 
easy payments has resulted generally 
in loss to the purchaser, because the

SETTLING A BOUNDATY. 

The San Bernardino Sun gives the 
following interesting account of the 
manner in which a dispute] oindery 
line was settled in that section: 

“The line of survey between the 

Muscupiabe ranchoand the forest 1¢s- 
ervation which has heen so often dis- 
vuted and so nany times surveyed has 
at last been settled, and in a_ novel 
manner. <A’ hitte old sycamore tree 
has given witness, and that in the 
form of a record that is beyond dis- 
pute. The original survey of the line 
in question was made almost. thirty 
years ago. On the location of station 
twenty-nine there Nas Wever heca, any 
tispute, but many claims were put 
forth fer the loeation of station 
Later and private surveys claime 1 that 
the line. must have gone~ almost 
straight east from station twenty-nine, 
Which is in Devil Cafion. Again, the 
has been made by other sur- 
veyors that the line of the survey from 
station twenty-nine to station thirty 
runs in a general southeasterly direc- 
tion. As station thirty is over ‘a mile 
east of station twenty-nine, this made 
a ‘discrepancy of over 1500 feet at sta- 
tion thirty. 
“Many private surveys have 
made, and the exact lecation of the 
line has been the subject of many 
thousands of dollars’ worth of litiga- 
tion In the Muscupiabe land cases 
this has been the subject of dispute. A 
short time ago United States Surveyor 
G. H. Perrine appeared in this city 
with a foree of men, and has heen 
steadily workinf® on this survey ever 
since. The» original survey, made 
thirty years ago, was the work of Sur- 
veyor John Hancock, and the field 
notes made by him were brought with 
Mr. Perrine. When the disputed terri- 
tory Was passed there was a memoran- 
dum stating that a tree had been 
blazed near station thirty. Arriving 
at a point where he thought the sta- 
tion should be located, Mr. Perrine 
sighted over the surrounding country 
for a tree which he thought might 
have been growing at the time of the 
first survey. 

“A tree was found that bore on its 
trunk a rough and gnarled spot. The 
surveyor decided that if this was the 
tree, inside of the trunk should be in- 
dieations of the original marks. He 
took an ax. cut above: and below the 
rough spot, removed.a huge chip, and 
there in the heart of the tree were the 
origMmal marks made 
characters appeared inverted on the 
chip and were as plain as the day when 
first made— ‘M—30—B. signifying 
Muscupiabe station thirty, blazed tree, 

The chip was brought to the. city 
yesterday and forwarded to the Fed- 
eral courts in os Angeles, where it 
will in the future be used as evidence 
clearly proving the original line of sur- 
vey. The marks on the trunk of the 
¢ree had been overgrown with almost 
thirty ;ears of growth, so that it was 
due to Mr. Perrine’s perseverance and 
knov ledge ef botany that the line was 


definitely settled beyond all dispttte.’> 
A VIGINTILLIONTH. 

In regard to this favorite fraction, 
which is in common use among the 
purchasers of tax titles, a writer re- 
cently said: 

“To illustrate how infinitesimal a 
vigintillionth of any body of land is, 
or rather to show how impossible it is 
for the human mind to conceive sucha 
fraction of any ordinary lot, it may be 
stated that a vigintillionth of the entire 
surface of the earth, including land and 
water, would be an atom so small that 
the most powerful microscope ever in- 
vented would fail to magnify it suffi- 
ciently to make it visible to the hu- 
man eve. There is now pending in 
the Supreme Court of Illinois a case in- 
volving the question whether such an 
infinitesimal fraction is a cloud upon 
a title. Can a claim be said to be a 
cloud when it is so minute that it can- 
not be located, cannot be seen by the 
most powerful microscope, and = of 
which, by reason of its minuteness, no 
possession can possibly be given?” 

THAT SETTLERS’ LEAGUE, 

The question in regard to the so- 
called Settlers’ League of California, 
Arizona and New Mexico, which was 
exploited by the Herald a few days ago, 


in connection with a story’relating: to 


a local attorney. which story was 
promptly. retracted on the following 


day, is no new thing. The special ob- 
jects of attack on part of this league in 
Southern California are a portion of 
the San Fernando ranch in this couny, 
and the San Joaquin ranch in Orange 
county. Some months ago The Times 
referred to this subject at considerable 
length, and showed why it is not at all 
probable that the question in regard to 
the validity of the titles of these 
ranches will be reopened. 
THE TORRENS SYSTEM. 

The Real Estate Guide, in its issue of 
November 18, has much to say in re- 
gard to the decision of the Illinois Su- 
| preme Court, to the effect that the Tor- 
irens Land Transfer system is uncon- 
'stitutional. The Guide states that 
friends of the laW in Chicago look upon 
this as only a temporary defeat. and 
, Will make a stubborn fight to have the 
/ system incorporated as a part of the 
'State law. The committee of the Chi- 
leago Real Estate Board on the Tor- 
j}rens law met recently and decided to 
' tile a petition for a rehearing of the 
jease by the Supreme Court. Harvey B. 
Hurd, who drafted the Iinois Torrens 
| law, met with the Committee and pre- 


sented a statement in relation to the 
| decision, which is given by the Real 
| Estate Guide as follows: 

j “The point of the decision {fs con- 


‘tained in the following €xtract from the 
opinion: 


any definition of the 
powers” it is necessary that the adjudi- 
‘cation between the parties shall be 
conclusive of the right put in issue, but 
if the party or officer is clothed with the 
power of adjudicating upon ana pro- 
/tecting the rights or interests of con- 
,testing parties and that adjudication 
involves the construction and applica- 
tion of the law and affects any of the 
rights, it is still a judicial proceeding 
or the exercise-of judicial functions 
The question, therefore, in the supposed 
case is not whether the registrar finally 
determines the ownership of the lot 
but whether his decision affects the 
rights of the parties claiming tnat own- 
ership. it be conceded that 
the courts are left open to C.D. (an ad- 
verse claimant) for a period of five 
years from that date, the decision 
|/nevertheless takes away from him the 
| existing right to bring his action with- 
that restriction. The decision 
against him that the property shall he 
brought under the provisions of the act 
is as fatal to his right of ownersnip as 
|though that question was finally and 
,conclusively settled; except that he 
still has a limited time in which to have 
his title settled In a court of law or 
equity.’ 
“This decision announces ai new 
doctrine as to what is a ‘judicial power,’ 
and one that will strike down many 
statutes giving to officers and agencies 
of the government what we had hereto- 
fore supposed were merely. ministerial 
powers, although the exercise of those 
powers involves investigation and de- 


term ‘judicial 


long ago. The | 


called quasi-judicial powers. 


ers inthis and other States. Their find- 
sings ‘affect rights,’ and it is only upon 
the ground that such findings are not 
conclusive ‘that they can be held not 
to be judicial in the sense onnoxious 
to the Constitution. 

“Again, the latter part of the opinion 
strikes down the power of the Legisla- 
ture to enact new limitation laws. It 
is the nature of every limitation law to 
take away from a claimant ‘the exist- 
ing right.to bring. his action’ without 
the conditions imposed, by the lmita- 
tion act. 

“This decision is so wrong in the par- 
ticulars pointed out that I think it 
would be unfair to the court to negiect 
to file a petition for a rehearing and 
give the court an opportunity to correct 
its opinion.” 

The Real Estate Guide has the fol- 
lowing editorial remarks on the sub- 
ject: 

“After a long delay the Supreme 
Court of Illinois has declared that the 
Torrens law of that State is uncon- 
stitutional. The decision is made on 
one point only, that the law confers 
judicial powers upon the Recorder of 
Peeds (who by the act is made regis- 
trar of titles) and his examiners. 

“The opinion of. the court, delivered 
by Judge Wilkin, is a lengthy one, but 
the material portion is contained in a 
few paragraphs. There is nothing in the 
decision attacking the principle of the 
Torrens system. The opinion is unsat- 
isfactory in that it is confined to the 
one point mentioned, instead of consid- 
ering the whole law instead of its con- 


formity or non-conformity with the 
Constitution. 
“The defect mentioned by the Su- 


preme Court could be remedied easily 
by the Legislature, but if after such a 
course is taken the Supreme Court, 
on a second appeal, should find 
some other flaw. it would be very dis- 
couraging to the friends of the system 
as well as unfair to them. 

“Not only does the decision of the 

Illinois court coneern the people of 
that State, but‘it is of interest to 
citizens of other States where the sub- 
ject of enacting similar laws is being 
considered, .Jn fact. the entire coun- 
try will be affected more or less by the 
décision,. for with the Torrens system 
approved by the courts it would "be al- 
most certain to extend to every State 
in the Union. In Ohio a law similar in 
many respects to that of Illinois has 
already been enacted, but fortunately 
it does not contain the flaw that the 
Supreme Court has found in the Illi- 
nois law. 
“The Chicago Real Estate joard, 
which was largely instrumental in hav- 
ing the lav enacted by the Legislature 
and approved by the people, is not dis- 
heartened by this turn of evenis. A 
petition will be filed by the board ‘or 
a reheacing of the case by the Sunreme 
Court, end, furthermore. a bill amen1- 
ing the present act will be prepared 
for presentation to the next General 
Assembiy 

‘As to the system itself, no serious 
or valid objection has been offered, 
eithe: by individuals or by the court. 
It is a simple, sensible, convenient an@ 
ecoromicat method of transferring 
titles, and would be beneficial tqown- 
ers of property and the public gen- 
erally ic it could be adopted; but tke 
Sunreme Court says it is unconstitu- 
tional because it seems to infringe upon 
the judicial powers.” 

In the coming California Legisia- 
ture Mr. Bulla will introduce another 
bill for a transfer law ased on the 
Torrens system in which the defects 
of the Tlinois law will be avoided,

a value on the property which is far 
below the amount represented by its 
actual intrinsic worth.

ACTORS’ SOCIAL POSITION. 


Moliere Was Considered an Outenrst. 
Refused Spiritual Consolation, 

The time was in France when -the 
actor had no social position, and cer- 
tainly no spiritual one, says an ex- 
change. Special dispensation was nec- 
essary when the Catholic church al- 
lowed a mass to be said for the re- 
Dose of the actor's soul. In the Chau- 
tauquan Prof. Warren,’ describmeg the 
Moliere period, writes: 


“The social position of actors in Mo- | 


liere’s time was a low one. Not from 
any prejudice against the stage, evi- 
dently, since the dramatists like Cor- 
neille and Secarron were on the same 
footing at the Hotel de Rambouillet, 
and the oiher salons of Paris as poets 
and essayists and were elected to the 
French Academy as readily. Indeed, 
it would seem as though the compo- 
sition of plays was the shortest road 
toa distinction in the Paris of Moliere, 
as it is today. 

“But with the actors it was. an- 
other question. Their wandering un- 
settled modes of life had evidently told 
against them. They were not.  ad- 
mitted to society whether their con- 
duct was good or bAd. They were not 
even considered in the light of nterary 
persons. Moliere met his friends, Boil- 
eau, La Fantaine, Furetiere at public 
cafés. As a writer of comedy he was 
either not taken seriously or had in- 
currél too much hostility on the part 
of influential sets, the clergy through 
‘Tartuffe,’ the salons through ‘Les 
Femmes Savantes.’ As an actor he 
was considered an outcast with his 
class, and when on his deathbed he 
asked for spiritual consolation his ap- 
peal fell on deaf ears until it was too 
late. So that it waswiththe greatest dif- 
ficulty that his widow procured a bit of 
consecrated ground in which to lay 


the remains of the unshrived come- 
dian.” 


Shy of Free Silver. 

(New York Tribune:) <A gossiper In 
the Washington Post tells this story 
on Amos J. Cummings, which, he says, 
was told to him by Amos himself. Dur- 
ing the last campaign Mr. Cummings 
tried to say as little about free silver 
as possible, though he was running for 
Congress as a free-silver man.

paused, verplexed. Just-then his eye 
caught the eye of an especially friendly 
policeman. No words were exchanged, 
but an instant later the strong hand 
of the law descended on the collar 
of the inquiring man. He was yanked 
clear out of his seat and hustled to 
the door. ‘“‘T’ll have you understand,” 
said the policeman, as he jerked him 
down the aisle, ‘that we'll have no 
such language used here!”’ 


"Madame de Paris.’’ 


Mme. Deibler. who died the other day. 
in Paris, besides being the wife of 
‘Monsieur de Paris,’’ the public execu- 
tioner of France, with the daughter 
M. Rasenoeud, the executioner of Al- 
geria, who, although 78 yaers of age, 
still exercises the functions of his office. 
Mme. Deibler was a small, pretty wo- 
man, timid and _ retiring, and enter- 
tained only the official guests of her 
husband or his few personal friends.
